'rouble with lice.

THE NEW LIQUOR LA W, 

Although space was given in yesterday's 
issue to a letter subscribed "Loyalty" it 
must not bo taken for grunted that the 
views therein expressed iiro endorsed by 
this paper. We repeat that in our opin- 
ion nine-tenths of the community —that is, 
of course, nine tenths of those who havo 
thought anything about it — deoni the now 
liquor law to bo unconstitutional in face 
of tho existence of the British North 
America Act which in Section 92, under 
the heard of "exclusive powers of pro- 
vincial legislation, "distinctly states states 
that the provincial legislatures "may ex- 
clusively make laws in relation to matters 
coming within the classes of subjects here- 
inafter enumerated," and ill sub-section 9 
are specially enumerated: "Shop, saloon, 
tavern, auctioneer and other licenses in or- 
der to the raising of a revenue for pro- 
vincial, local or municipal purposes." 
This clause is plain enough, and decidedly 
clashes with the authority now assumed 
hy the Dominion Government. Either 
the li«w liquor law or the B. N. A. Act 
are unconstitutional; and as it would be 
absurd to apply the term to the latter the 
conclusion is obvious. An opinion such 
as that of the attorney-general is cer- 
tainly worthy of the highest consideration 
and is not in accordance with tho extreme 
views of our correspondent. Another 
thing to be remembered is that judicial 
opinions are founded solely upon the con- 
stitutional phase of the question, and not 
upon its moral aspect.. Whatever the 
latter may be the traffic is a 
legalized one, and all abuse that its op- 
posers level at the trade should, to be ef 
fectual (if abuse plain and simple can be 
effectual) be aimed at the fountain-head — 
the law of tho land which recognizes and 
protects the trade. Intolerant language 
directed indiscriminately against those en- 
gaged in the traffic cannot injure the objects 
of it and cannot benefit those who employ 
it. Let argument, divested of all person- 
ality, be employed by tin supporters of the 
temperance cause, whose original aim, 
whatever direction it may ultimately take, 
is a noble one; and let every endeavor be 
made to cause the traffic to be declared il- 
legal. But at present it is legal, and nut 
only legal, but it is believed to be within 
the entire jurisdiction of each province. 
This being so the threatened action of the 
mayor of this city in his evident intention 
to sit its one of the licensing commissioners, 
can certainly not be styled loyal, for it is in 
opposition to the wishes of those who placed 
him in his present position, and who re- 
present the province to which, when it takes 
Us stand as constitutionally and lawfully op- 
posed the Dominion, he as a representative 
man, owes his allegiance. The council 
board have taken as their position that the 
new liquor law is unconstitutional, and the 
truth of tho insinuation that they are sway- 
ed by private motives is of but little mo- 
ment. Because they assume the right to 
think and act for themselves, is no reason 
that they should be styled "knaves," "in- 
competent," "arrogant liquor lords," etc. 
Such unmeasured terms will fall harmlessly 
upon them, and will hardly tend to place 
their detractor in a particularly favorable 
light, as all such epithets are pat'ui die- 
him.

Dominion vs. Provincial Mights 

To THE Editor; — In your editorial of 
yesterday referring to the position sup- 
posed to be assumed by Mayor Carey in 
relation to the Liquor License Act, 1881!, 
you lay it down as an undoubted legal 
dictum that the Dominion government in 
undertaking to enforce the conditions of 
said act has exceeded its legitimate pow- 
ers, and is guilty of an infringement upon 
tho exclusive rights of provincial legisla- 
tures, and that therefore Mayor Carey 
ought to side with the liquor dealers in 
their efforts to set the authority of the 
Dominion parliament at defiance in the 
matter of restricting the trillio in intoxi- 
cating liquors. That you are quite sin- 
cere in the views you havo expressed 1 
have no reason to doubt; but at the same 
Lime I think you err in the conclusions to 
which you have conio. Allow me to give 
a reason why I think so. Tho B. N. A. 
Act says that: "It shall be lawful for tho 
Queen, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate and House of Com- 
mons to make laws for the peace, order, 
and good government of Canada, in rela- 
tion to all matters not coming within the 
classes of subjects by this act assigned ex- 
clusively to tho legislatures of the pro- 
vinces; and for greator certainty, but not 
so as to restrict the generality of the fore- 
going terms of this section, it is hereby 
declared that (notwithstanding anything 
in this act) the exclusive legis- 
lative authority of the parlia- 
ment of Canada extends to all matters 



coming within the classes of subjects next 
hereinafter enumerated." Then follows 
a list of 29 subjects, among which is "The 
regulation of Trade and Commerce" and 
"The raising of money by any mode or 
system of taxation." Probably there is 
no one branch of trade that yields a larger 
revenue to tho Dominion exchequer than 
the liquor traffic, and in reserving to it- 
self exclusive control of that trade the 
Dominion government acted wisely. Now, 
if it be the exclusive right of the Dominion 
legislature to regulate trade and to raise 
money either by direct or indirect taxation, or 
by both methods by what processor reasoning 
have yon arrived at the conclusion that the 
provincial legislature, and not the Domin- 
ion, has the exclusive control of the liquor 
traffic? I know you will refer me to section 
92, sub-section 9, B. N. A. Act, but I fail 
to see wherein that section strips the Dom- 
inion legislature of the authority it clearly 
possesses under the 91st section of said act. 
That the provincial parliament has the right 
to make laws for "the raising of a revenue 
for provincial purposes by direct taxation" 
is beyond dispute, and that for that pur- 
pose it may levy a tax by way of license 
upon saloons, taverns, etc., for "provincial, 
local or municipal purposes," is also indis- 
putable, and provided for in tho Liquor 
License Act, 1883. It is contended by some 
who profess to speak authoritatively on the 
subject, that it is impossible both govern- 
ments can have concurrent jurisdiction in a 
matter of this kind, and if that bo so, it 
must be clear that the lesser authority must 
give way to the greater, and not the greater 
to the lesser. ►The authority of the Domin- 
ion legislature is paramount over the pro- 
vincial, ami in this matter of disputed 
jurisdiction 1 have no doubt whatever when 
the question shall bo referred to the su- 
preme court of Canada, or to the privy 
council of (ireat Britain, for final settle- 
ment, it will be found that the Dominion 
Liquor License Act, 188:1, is to all intents 
and purposes a valid enactment.

March '27th, 1884. 

This was the day set for settling the list 
of contributors in the winding up of the 
Enterprise Gold and Silvor Mining Com- 
pany, limited. The number of counsel and 
shareholders in attendance was so numer- 
ous that his lordship sat in court instead of 
in chambers. 

Some discussion took place with respect 
to the power of the court to proceed in the 
matter, there being an omission in the 
Dominion Act as to trading companies, 
Mr. Eborts appearing for the company, and 
Mr. Drake, Q. C, for the Hudson Bay Co. 
Mr. Bales, the liquidator's, affidavit was 
read, showing the list of persons liable to 
be placed on the list of contributors. 

Mr. Davie, Q.C., moved to strike out the 
name of John Bibby on the ground that an 
order of the court had been made in 1681 
directing the rectification of the register by 
striking out his name and substituting that 
of S. A. Silencer, and that the order had 
been duly served on the secretary and upon 
the registrar of joint stock companies, in 
pursuance of the act. His lordship ordered 
that Mr. Bibby 's name be placed on the 
list, holding that he ought to have seen 
that his mime was removed, but that Mr. 
Bibby would be entitled to be indemnified 
by the company for what he might have to 
pay. 

Mr. Davie applied for stay of execution, 
pending an appeal, which was granted. 

Mr. Davie also moved for and was 
granted, six weeks, time to tile affidavits 
in the cases of W. A. Johnston and A 
Lindsay. Also, on behalf of Samuel 
Walker, he applied to have his name 
taken off the list. The company had sued 
him twico; had suffered actions to bo dis- 
missed for want of prosecution, and paid 
costs, and there was a good defence. It 
appeared his name wus not on the regis- 
ter. The Chief Justice said Walker, not 
being a shareholder, could be sued in the 
ordinary way, and ordered that his name 
be struck off as a contributor. 

Mr Harrison also obtained time to 
show cause why his clients' names, Haas 
brothers, of San Francisco, should not be 
placed upon tho list. 

Mr. Wilson appeared on behalf of J. 
B. Nason and some half-dozen other resi- 
dents of Cariboo, and time was given to 
show cause. 

Mr. Croasdile, for himself, failed to 
satisfy the judge that his name should be 
removed from the list. 

Mr. Pooley applied on behalf of Mr. 
Munro, executor of the estate of Hugh 
Ross. It appeared that the deceased had 
bequeathed his mining property to Mr. 
iManson, who had accepted the bequest, 
but, that tho transfer had not been made. 
His lordship declined to remove the 
name. 

Washington Territory. 

On Sunday evening last at a late hour 
Mr. Till Shelton was crossing long bridge 
on horseback when two men sprang out 
from either side of tho bridge and grabbed 
tho bridle of his horse as if with the in - 
tontion of committing a robbery. Fortun- 
ately Mr. Shelton had his hand on his 
pistol at the time, which he levelled at 
the heads of the men, causing an instan- 
taneous Btampede on their part and the 
assailed party rode on without firing a 
idiot at his assailants which they richly de- 
served. — Olympia Courier. 

The Tacoma Mill Company has filed ar- 
ticles of incorporation in San Faaucisco. 
Capital stock, 61,000,000. Directors: 
Charles and William li. Hanson, Red- 
wood City; fieorge W. Watson and Prince

Quite a little flutter of excitement was 
created in town to-day by the advent of 
Mr. Richard Delanty who had very rich 
specimens of gold bearing quartz picked 
up on Quiinper peninsula. One specimen 
about the size of a pea was about half pure 
gold and-another lump as largo as a lion 
egg contained streaks of pure gold. Tho 
stone is a gray quartz. — I'. T. Argus. 

New I*roc«'Sis in Printing. 

The printing world of London is much 
disturbed by tho discovery of a new pro- 
cess which enables any number o f copies 
to bo taken of any book, oven to the old- 
est, without sotting a lino of type. A 
compound has been discovered which may 
be spread upon a page without in the 
slightest way injuring the paper and 
which refuses to rest upon ink. It can bo 
easily removod to a stone and there be- 
comes tho matrix for stereotype, or can 
be used for printing from at once. Prac- 
tical printers are experimenting to see 
whether they cannot savS tho cost of re- 
setting old editions, and if certain prac- 
tical difficulties are removod there will he 
change not only in tho production of fac- 
similes of old books but ill the reproduc- 
tion of now ones. It will bo no longer 
necessary to keep type standing, as a 
proof will be aagood as a stereotype plate.

THE AFFAIR AT SANDWICH 
GAOL. 



THE MURDER OF THE 
GAOLER 

Ami Escape of Criminals. 

Windsor, March 10 — This morning 
about 8 o'clock two prisoners confined in 
Sandwich jail for robbing tho Harrow 
postoffice a short time ago shot and 
KILLED OAOLEU LEECH 

And probably wounded Turnkey Davis and 
made thoir escape, proceeding east from 
the jail until they reached tho Catholic 
church between Windsor and Sandwich, 
whore they appropriated a horse and 
buggy belonging to a man who was at- 
ceiiding early mass Tho Windsor police 
force and a number of cittzens of Sand- 
wich and Windsor aro scouring tho coun- 
try armed to the teeth. 

Kennedy, of the Harrow burglars, who 
took part in the jail delivery at Sandwich 
this 'morning, was captured on board the 
Walkurvillo ferryboat as about to cross 
to Detroit. 

O'Cullughan, the man who shot Jailor 
Locch, is still at largo, supposed to bo 
hiding in or around tho outskirts of 
Windsor or Walkorville. Tho country is 
being scoured by tho whole Windsor po- 
lice force and citizens of Sandwich, Wind- 
sor and Walkervillo, assisted by a largo 
number of farmers. 

It is claimed by Kennedy that Jailer 
Leech shot O'Callaghan and that 

oVvLLAIJHAN WAS SHOT 

By John Leech, and when Kennedy and 
L) Callaghan parted between Windsor and 
Walkervillo that O'Callaghan was so weak 
from loss of blood that he could go no 
furthor, and that ho crawled over a board 
fence into a yard, and that he was pro- 
bably dead; but although a thorough 
search has been made, no trace has boon 
found of him up to o p. m. The manner 
of the delivery was as follows, as near as 
can be ascertained :

The jailor and turnkey were standing 
at the corridor door while one of the pris- 
oners was swooping out tho colls and 
O'Callaghan rushed at the door and push- 
ed it upon so suddenly and with such 
force as to knock the jailor down and 
then came out in the corridor and was 
shot by Jailer Leech; then he turned and 
tired two shots at the jailer, 

KILLING HIM INSTANTLY. 

He then got the keys and passed them in- 
to the other corridor to Kennedy, who un- 
locked the door and came out into the 
corridor and knocked tho turnkey down 
pounded him with a bottle which was sit- 
ting on the stove. Tho two then walked 
out into the passage way loading to the 
st reel , one carrying the revolver, the other 
the bottle.

As a round hole was cut in one of the 
window panes in a window of tho outside 
wall directly in front of O'CalUghan's cell 
some time last night and a revolver placed 
therein, which he took and secreted as 
soon as he was let out of the coll into tho 
corridor this morning. 

It is supposed some person must have 
climbed over the wall surrounding the jail 
yard durine the night and

And placed the revolver there and climbed 
out again. 

About dusk this evening a report was 
circulated that O'Callaghan was in a place 
called I'elton's bush, four milos oast of 
Windsor on the. C. S. II. and that the 
place was surrounded to prevent his es- 
cape and that ho said he would not bo 
taken alive. Chief Banes proceeded at 
once to ascertain if tho report was true, 
and if so he would go out there with a 
posse of volunteers and Detroit officers to 
capture him.

Interview of the Licensed Vi Ut- 
ile rs Willi the Attorney 
General. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o'clock a depu- 
tation of tho licensed vintners consisting 
of Mr. W. McNiil'e, preaidont, and Messrs. 
Jas. Foil, Jaa. Jackson, Geo. Thompson, 
and W. Harrison, secretary, mot tho at- 
torney general iu his otlice, James Bay, 
for the purpose of ascertaining what ac- 
tion, if any, tho provincial government 
intended taking in regard to the now Do- 
minion liquor law in its application to this 
province. 

Mr. Fell statod they wore there to as- 
certain tho position of tho government 
and tho course they wove likely to take in 
regard to the Dominion liquor law. They 
wore there as citizens and claimed that tho 
law had been winked at and allowod to go 
without protest by the government. An 
injustice was boing done, and they want- 
ed to know what position the government 
intended to take. If tho law waa en- 
forced they would have to submit, but he 
thought an effort should bo made to in - 
duce the Dominion government not to ou- 
force it, till a test case had boon tried, 
and ho thought if tho government hero 
would take a stand this would bo done. 
Ho would like to hear from the attorney 
general what tho intentions of tho 
government wore, as preaaure should bo 
brought to bear in tho matter. 

The attorney general said he was not 
aware that any of tho other provinces had 
yet made a protest to tho Dominion gov- 
ernment on this subject, and ho did not 
know if it would bo advisable fur this 
province, as from a dispatch in that, day's 
Colonist it was evident that tho Dominion 
government were willing to go still fur- 
ther even, to tho length of prohibition. 
The question really at issue was one of 
jurisdiction, and to this it would ulti- 
mately be narrowod down. Tho ques- 
tion must culminate in an appeal to the 
privy council in England. Ho was not 
prepared to say that tho provincial gov 
I eminent would not take the course inti - 
| mated by thu deputation, though ho 
i thought it would do little good. Each 
| province, as he had stated on a former oc- 
casion, was adverse to the act and intend- 
I ed fighting it, and tho government of this 
| province had already intimated their 
views with regard to it. If enforced it 
would have to be dealt with by bringing a 
tost case A dociaion would be reached 
at the instance of the Eastern pro- 
vinces, where the act was already in force 
long before anything could bo done in 
this province, where tho act was not 
working. Mr. Fell had said ho thought 
if the government of this province made 
a protest it would be effective 

Mr. Fell said he did, and that there 
should bo a protest from the Licensed 
Vintners as well, and even from tho board 
of trade; ho thought that tho Dominion 
wore going to put tho thing in force, not- 
withstanding all that had been said, and 
they might put through a short act to en- 
able them to do so, at tho close of the 
session. He did not know if the judges 
would act ; but the br ewers and distillers 
hail made such an attack on Sir John 
Macdonald that he was getting shaky ami 
waking up to a sense of his position. 
When ho first heard of the act, ho thought 
Sir John was getting up a burlesque on 
them. 

The attornoy general said he could only 
deal with the constitutionality of 
the question. Restrictive legislation was 
a subject about which the commun- 
ity was divided and ho wished to express 
no opinion concerning it, as it was a 
matter that ought to bo decided al the 
polls. 

Mr. Fell— Yea. 

Mr. Harrison wished to poiut out that the 
men engaged in tho trade were a respectable 
body of citizens, who had invested their 
means in a legal calling, and had wives and 
families to support, and ho thought that it 
was a great hardship that they should be 
injured and their husiness interfered with 
without any compensation. 

Mr. Fell also pointed out the great hard- 
ships that would ensue if the law wore 
carried out. 

The attorney-general said he would bring 
before the notice of the government the 
desiro of the deputation that a protest 
should be sent. 

Mr. Fell said, what was the good of a 
corporation if its power was to be taken 
away by the Dominion government? 

The attorney-general said that in such 
places as Cariboo, Yale and other districts 
he observed that "wardens" were mention- 
ed as commissioners, when there were no 
Hueh officers. 

Mr. Fell said there had been a talk that 
the mayor could be put in jail if he did not 
act as commissioner, but it was absurd. 

The attorney-general said there was no 
penalty attached to such refusal. 

Mr. Fell said the penalties were all at- 
tached to the man who sold liquor. 

Mr. Fell asked, supposing that the com- 
missioners refused to act and some ouo was 
sent here to enforce it, what position would 
the government take? 

The attorney-general said the government 
would assist in a test case. If a deeisiou 
was given in favor of the law by tho su- 
reine court, they would lviv< to submit till 
the easo could be appealoi I . 

Mr. Fell said a number of persons might 
be proceeded ugni"st. 

The attorney-general said all those in- 
terested ought to support one another. 
The government could not take up every 
case. 

Mr. Fell thought if so there might bo a 
breakdown. 

The attorney-general said if tho decision 
of the court was favorable to the province 
there would be an end of the matter at onoe. 

Mr. Fell mud those most interested had 
been too lukewarm, while their opponents 
had been active all over the Dominion, 
li was tin- smnti hen-; they had been ton in- 
different. 

Mr. McNiffo thought it would be well for 
the government to represent to the author- | 
itios at Ottawa, that as this was a new prov- 
ince the uct was not applicable to it, and 
that if the liquor dealers were to be hunted 
like wild beast sthoy had better write homo 
to their friends and say this country was no 
place to come to. , 

Mr. Fell said there was no doubt there 
was an immense agitation in England 
springing up on the liquor question, and 
that there would he gome law passed in re- 
gard In it. but these excitements were only 
temporary and occurred at regular inter- 
vals. Social reforms would not come by 
acts of parliament. The drinking customs 
uf the past were far worse than those of thu 
present.

Mr. W. E. Osterhqut, of this city, 
who loft Victoria on the 14th Feb., for 
the so-called diggings itt Coaur d'Alono, 
has returned thoroughly' disguated with 
his experience there /le prospected on 
Pritchard Creek and dM not get oven the 
"color" of gold. Pritchard, tho discov- 
erer of the creek, is working a claim on 
anuther creek, but finds no pay. Six feet 
of snow covered tho ground, and when 
Mr. Oaterhout left to come out on tho 
19th of this month, a snow storm was 
raging. Not one dollar is being taken out 
on any of the creeks; but tho "boys" are 
booming town lots and have laid out five 
"cities." Iu Eagle City there are 50 
women and 3,000 men, and §1,000 baa 
been paid for a town lot there. The prin- 
cipal employment is gambling and drink- 
ing whiskoy. Provisions cost 25 cents a 
pound for froiight. Meals are $1, and £1 
is paid foe tho privilege of spreading 
blankets on the hotel floors to sloop on. 
There is much dissatisfaction among the 
people, and the whole excitement is 
traced to men who wished to Hull I ho 
worthless, ground and railway enterprises. 
Tho railway men are greatly blamed for 
advertising the locality as rich with gold, 
when only a few dollars were taken out 
last full. Under tho most favorable cir- 
cumstances the snow will not disappear 
before the hist of May, and when tho 
snow melts, freshets will prevoill the 
ground boing worked till August. Pritch- 
ard creek is about the size of William 
creek, Cariboo. Building is brisk, for tho 
reason that the law requires every locator 
of a lot to build upon it. The principal 
part of thopooplo arc disgusted, and men 
aro coming out almost as fast as others 
iu . 

Among the Victorians Mr. Osterhout 
saw in the diggings, are Capt. Tackelberry, 
and Mr. .1 Goode. Ho also saw many 
Cussitir and ( lari bi >i i men.

Richard Carr, an old Canadian octo- 
genarian who has lived on this side of 
the lake for many years, died on Mon- 
day last and was taken to Ontario for 
interment. He was once sentenced 
to be hanged. 

Dr. J. M. Clark of this city furnish- 
ed the following thrilling account of 
Carr'a escape from the gallows: 

"I had no idoa that Carr was living 
on this side of the lake, or that he was 
living at all. N T ot having heard any- 
thing of him for thirty years, I suppos- 
ed him long since dead. His arrest, 
conviction, sentence and escape are. 
events closely connected with my fami- 
ly and my childhood, my uncle, Rev. 
John Ryerson, being the clergyman 
who attended Carr to the scaffold, and 
who prayed against time for the pur- 
pose of cheating the hangman. He suc- 
ceeded, and this is how it all happened. 
I was a child at the time, and it hap- 
pened at Vittoria, a Canadian village 
just across the lake, about fifty-five 
years ago. Who did Carr kill? No one. 
He was a quiet, inoffensive young man, 
and so was his accomplice, Smith, con 
demned to die with him. The affair 
formed the theme for many atrocious 
ballads by villainous village poets, just 
as the execution of the three Thayers 
in Buffalo did. I see by the papers that 
nowadays a cold-blooded murderer fre 
nuently escapes the attentions of her 
most excellent Majesty's hangmen, 
through some tine points of law, but in 
the good old days no poor wretch, whose 
suffering family prompted him to steal 
sheep or oxen, escaped. They were 
swung off promptly if not artistically. 
One day, 1 remember it well, the village 
was thrown into groat excitement by 
the discovery of a fearful crime — 
a crime for which the penalty was an 
ignominious death upon the gallows 
tree. The whole village of Vittoria was 
in an uproar. Some hardened wretch, 
not having the fear of God before bis 
eyes, ami being seduced and instigated 
by the devil — it was hunger- -had, with 
force of arms, stolen an ox. A diligent 
search resulted in the discovery of the 
hide, and suspicion fell upon Carr, who 
was known to be poor, and in whose 
house the odor of cooked meat still 
hung. The village Dogberry and Shal- 
low, gnitariea that were next to dei- 
ties in my eyes then, succeeded in ex- 
torting a confession of guilt from Carr 
and another poor fellow named Smith. 
The culprits were brought to trial, and 
a jury of twelveineu found no difficulty 
in consigning them to the scaffold after 
the learned judge had expatiated for 
hours upon the enormity of the crime 
against God and man, especially the 
the former. The sapient owl on the 
' bench considerately and thoughtfully 
commended the condemned to the keep- 
ing of their Cod (having previously de- 
livered them into the keeping of the 
Sheriff) and advised them to repent of 
their iniquity, and not to go into the 
presence of Coil reeking with the odor 
of their offence. 

"I believe that the wretched doggerel 
that was sung when 1 was a child was 
inspired by just such trials as this one. 
In one of these ballads I remember the 
the condemned asks a favor of tlm 
judge, which is answered after this 
fashion : 

"All right," raid the judge, 

"Then away you may midge 
Off hack to your roll; 

And to-morrow morn, 

Just as sure as you were born, 
On the bough of an oak you swing. 

"Yea, you shall croak 

On the bough of an oak, 
A I'm sorry to see such a glutton: 

But you've had y our 1111, 

Those larnlis you did kill. 
Ami dearly must you pay for your mutton.' 

"Sentence of death was passed upon 
Carr and Smith, and they would 
prob ably have been executed the next 
day, but I suppose the sheriff thought 
it would be regarded as ungentleinanly 
and unfriendly if he did not arrange 
the time so that his distant constit- 
uency could get in to witness the sight. 
Travel was slow in those days of no 
railroads. " Among those who were hor- 
rified and shocked at the appro telling 
execution were my uncle, the spiritual 
advisers of the poor fellows, and Dr- 
John Rolf, whose memory still clings 
to the village." 

The Rev. John |l» n.- r> i, was a 
brother to Dr. Egerton Ryeraon. D. JD. 
Superintendent of Education in Ont- 
ario, and who died two years ago, the 
Houses of Parliament adjourning to 
attend the funeral. 

"Dr. Rolf was mere excited than any 
of Smith and Carr'a sympathizers, and 
lie determined to rido to Toronto and in- 
tercede with the Governor, who I think 
was Sir John Colborn. Before departing 
on his Hazardous errand of mercy Dr. 
Rolf was cloaetod with my uncle, Rev. 
John Ryerson. The latter subsequently 
told me that he had agreed to delay the 
hanging all he could by making the clos- 
ing prayer as lung as his strength and 
power of utterance would permit, provided 
that Rolf had not returned. Good Dr. 
Rolf calculated on getting back a few 
hours before the time sot for the execu 
tion. He set out on the swiftest horse to 
be had in the village, but tho people hed 
little faith in his ability to make tho 
journey in time, and 

less faith in tho Governor's inclination to 
interfere. The days Hew on, and the 
peoplo Hocked in from the surrounding 
country. Uncle John did all ho could to 
comfort the doomed men, and load thorn 
to realization of a greater mercy than 
man's, but they refused to bo comforted. 
The fatal morning came; but without any 
tidings of Dr. Rolf. The hour arrived, 
and the men wore lod out to die. Private 
hangings had not come into fashion then. 
It was considered good und wholesome 
for the common people to witness 
the awful and just punishment of the 
horse, shoe]) or cattle. The gallows are 
erected out in the open air, anil in full 
view of all. It was none of your patent, 
latest style instrument of death. No 
sandbrg or scientific testa were made 
to assure the quickest death possible 
for the gallows frit. It was a rude 
Structure, upon which the village car- 



penter iiiry not hava expended more 
than two hours' labor. 

"Smith and Qirr were placed in posi- 
tion, and when the hangman's little 
preliminaries were over, the sheriff was 
informed that all was ready for the 
parson's final blessing or prayer. Then. 
Rev. Ryerson got down on his kuees 
and began the longest and most re- 
markable prayer on record. His voice 
was low, purposely, for he wished to 
husband his strength. He prayed for 
about twenty minutes without creating 
remark, for long prayers were not so 
distasteful then as now. Bui when he 
•ntercd upon the second half hour great 
restlessness was manifested. Tho sun 
poured down upon the uncovered heads, 
and many did not hesitate to say aloud 
that they were getting too much of a 
good thing. The sheriff was impatient 
and the hangman looked weary. The 
proceedings made him tired. Even the 
poor wretches waiting death showed 
signs of annoyance, for uncle had not 
told them of his compact with Dr. Rolf. 
The murmurs rose higher and higher, 
but uncle prayed on without ceasing. 
An houi'ipassed and he was still on his 
knees. There was no relevancy in 
his appeal, H e merely uttered words 
and disconnected phrases to consume 
time. The muscles of his throat con- 
tracted, his tongue was dry and clove 
to his mouth, and his voice was husky, 
but he prayed on, the words falling 
without meaning upon his hearers. He 
told me later that he did not know 
what he was saying, and that the only 
real prayer uttered in all that Lime 
was a silent one anil composed of four 
words; "God hasten Rolf's foot- 
steps." 

"Whenever I see the flag of Damon 
and Pythias 1 am reminded of thai 
fearful scene," continued Dr. Clark. 
"At the entl of an hour and a half there 
was quitu an uproar, and the discon- 
tent had almost become a riot when a 
vo'ce cried: 'Here conies Dr. Rolf.' 
My uncle did not hear or heed the new 
tumult that now arose, but prayed on, 
becoming weaker each minute. Soon 
the horseman approached near enough 
to be recognized, and the doctor dash- 
ed up to the very foot of the scaffold, 
scattering people right and left. Ho 
was too weak to speak or move, but » 
man in the crowd snatched a document 
from his hand, and mounting on the 
horse shouted 'Reprieve! Reprieve?' 
It was so, and that is how Carr ami 
Smith were saved."
